Impervious cover 1s not limited 1n this watershed class, therefore the zoning district
impervious cover lumits will apply

Thus stte 1s required to provide on-site structural water quality controls (or payment 1in
lieu of) for all development and/or redevelopment when 5,000 s f cumulative is
excecded, and detention for the two-year storm At thts time, no information has been
provided as to whether this property has any pre-existing approvals which would preempt
current water quality or Code requircments.

According to the City of Austin GIS, there is no flood plain within the project area

At this time, site-specific information is unavalable regarding existing trees and other
vegctation, areas of steep slope, or other environmental features such as bluffs, spnings,
canyon nmrock, caves, sinkholes, and wetlands

Standard landscaping and tree protection will be required 1n accordance with LDC 25-2
and 25-8 for all development and/or redevelopment
